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Several Grain Mixtures for General and 
Special Conditions 


By E. S. 


OUR Editor has asked me to bring together in one 
Y place several grain mixtures that may be used for 
general and special conditions. I will begin with 
the dry cows. I believe that the basis of feeding dry 
cows is a mixture of corn, oats, bran and oil meal with 
minerals. I like these two mixtures: 
Mixtures For Dry Cows 
(1) (2) 
300 Wheat Bran 100 Wheat Bran 
300 Ground Oats 100 Ground Oats 
300 Hominy or Cornmeal 100 Hominy or Cornmeal 
100 Oil Meal 100 Oil Meal 
The second mixture is more expensive and more 
laxative. It is probably better when preparing cows for 
test. 
For Bulls 


I do not know any better mixture than nvmbrr (1) 
above for bulls. If a bull is out of condition and you 
want to put a little more fat and finish on him feed him 
on number (2). 


For Young Stock 


I think that the mixtures given above are fine for 
young stock. Select either one according to the condition 
of your stock. Barley and oats, or barley, oats and peas, 
ground, can take the place of all the bran, corn and oats 
in either mixture if you have such home grown grain 
available. 

Minerals Important for Dry Stock and Young Stock 

In the barn or at pasture minerals are important for 
dry stock and young stock. Send to the New York State 
College of Agriculture, Ithaca, N. Y., for bulletin E 130 
on minerals for animals, or write to your own Experi- 
ment Station for a similar bulletin about the problem in 
your own State. The mineral mixture usually advised is 
equal parts of special steamed bone meal, ground lime- 
stone and salt. Mix this as five per cent of the grain 
mixture or give the animals free access to it. 

General Mixtures for Milking Herd 


The most general conditions found on good dairy 
farms is-an abundance of fairly good mixed hay and corn 
silage. I believe that a grain mixture containing twenty 
per cent total protein is what is needed here. Here 
is one: 

300 Lbs. Wheat Bran 

200 Lbs. Hominy or Cornmeal 
300 Lbs. Gluten Feed 

100 Lbs. Cottonseed Meal 

100 Lbs. Linseed Oil Meal 

To this should be added thirty pounds of the mineral 
mixture given above. 


SAVAGE 


To Feed With Straight Clover or Alfalfa 
When the hay is straight clover or alfalfa and there 
is plenty of silage I advise: 
300 Lbs. Wheat Bran 
200 Lbs. Ground Oats or Barley 
200 Lbs. Hominy or Cornmeal 
200 Lbs. Gluten Feed 
100 Lbs. Cottonseed Meal or Linseed Oil Meal 

This mixture contains about seventeen to eighteen per 
cent protein. Add thirty pounds of the mineral mixture 
to it. 

When the Hay is Poor 

It sometimes happens on farms that the hay is poor, 
perhaps it is almost all timothy or all mixed grasses with 
no legumes such as clover or alfalfa. 

In such a case I believe a twenty-four per cent total 
protein grain mixture is advisable. Sticking to our list 
of common feeds I suggest this: 

200 Lbs. Wheat Bran 

200 Lbs. Hominy or Cornmeal 
300 Lbs. Gluten Feed 

200 Lbs. Cottonseed Meal 

100 Lbs. Linseed Oil Meal 

This mixture will contain about twenty-four per cent 
total protein. Probably thirty pounds of the mineral mix- 
ture is more necessary to go with a ton of this mixture 
than with the other conditions because the less legumes 
there are in the hay the less minerals there are and the 
more good the mineral mixture will do. 

When There Is No Silage 

Lack of silage means lack of succulence and constipa- 
tion. It will cost more but more linseed meal will help 
in mixtures under such a condition. I suggest this: 

200 Lbs. Wheat Bran 

200 Lbs. Hominy or Cornmeal 
300 Lbs. Gluten Feed 

100 Lbs. Cottonseed Meal 

200 Lbs. Linseed Oil Meal 

This mixture will be about twenty-four percent total 
protein. Add thirty pounds of the mineral mixture to it. 

When silage is lacking laxativeness may be acquired 
for the ration by using molasses. The molasses can be 
put directly on the hay or fed on the grain without dilut- 
ing it or it can be diluted. A mixture of wheat bran and 
dried beet pulp half and half wet with molasses diluted 
with water will make a good succulent feed. Use as much 
of it as you can afford. Figure out the mixture so that 
each cow will get about one pint (1% Ibs.) of molasses 
per day. 

There is on the market a mixture of sixty per cent of 
ground alfalfa and forty per cent molasses. This is a 
good feed to use when one has no silage. Feed three or 
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four pounds a day of this alfalfa and molasses mixture 
right on top of the dry grain. It will make the ration 
laxative and add much to the succulence and palatability 
of the ration. 

These mixtures are suggestions. Many substitutions 
can be made when the market is right if one will use his 
head and substitute in these mixtures in the right place 
feeds of similar nature. For example wheat bran and

Lowden-Hemingway Herd at Sinnissippi Farm No. 6 Making Fine Showing 


tion activities must have been impressed with the 

frequency with which Sinnissippi Farms rank among 
the leaders in this important work in the State of Illinois. 
This, as is well known, is the establishment of our Presi- 
dent, Frank O. Lowden, and is the spot to which Governor 
Lowden so frequently and eloquently refers in his public 
addresses where he loves best to retire to the company of 
his Holsteins for rest and relaxation from the cares of 
his-strenuous life. Sinnissippi Farms are maintained as 
a number of separate units with each herd operated ona 
partnership basis with the farm tenant. 

Perhaps the best known of the Sinnissippi units is the 
herd owned jointly by Mr. Lowden and J. W. Hemingway, 
which is maintained on Sinnissippi Farm No. 6 near 
Oregon, Illinois. This herd has been the high herd in the 
Ogle County Cow Testing Association for the last three 
years and has made a very unusual production record. 
For the year ending April 1, 1927, the entire herd averaged 
435.81 lbs. fat, 11,966.4 lbs. milk with an average cost of 
nineteen cents per pound for butterfat and with two cows 
producing over 550 lbs. butterfat each. The average for 
the preceding year was somewhat higher with 463.4 lbs. 
butterfat, 13,001 lbs. milk, with an average cost of seven- 
teen cents per pound of butterfat. Three members of the 
herd produced over 525 lbs. butterfat each. The year 
ending April 1, 1925, the herd averaged 400 lbs. butterfat, 
10,325 lbs. milk with an average cost of twenty-one cents 
per pound of butterfat, one cow producing over 600 lbs. 
fat for the year and three over 400 lbs. For that year the 
herd ranked sixth highest in the state among all of the 
herds engaged 
in cow testing 
association work. 


T tion who follow the reports of cow testing associa- 
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mixtures. Oats and barley and corn, standard middlings, 
brewers grains, and the like can be substituted when 
available and right in price for this part of the mixtures. 
Different combinations of gluten feed, gluten meal, soy- 
bean meal, cottonseed meal and linseed oil meal can be 
made when the market is right in some sections. Fee@- 
ers in all states can get more information than they do 
from their Colleges of Agriculture if they will write for 
it and ask for it. 


one or two colts are raised every year. From 60 to 75 
hogs are taised annually and fattened for market. There 
is also a flock of Hampshire sheep consisting of 25 to 30 
ewes and lambs. The dairy herd is not large, consisting 
of eight pure bred Holsteins of milking age, ranging from 
three to eleven years. Their average weight is about 
1,350 lbs. and all but the oldest cow have been raised on 
this farm. 

The cows run on pasture during the late spring and 
summer months and are fed a small amount of grain. 
Through the fall and winter months they are kept in the 
barn.and are fed 45 to 55 lbs. silage in three feedings, for 
by feeding three times a day Mr. Hemingway finds they 
will eat more silage than if only fed twice. Each cow is 
given all she will clean up and still be hungry for her 
next feed. Alfalfa hay is fed twice daily, each cow receiv- 
ing about 15 Ibs. per day. Corn and oats are ground fine 
and fed half and half at the rate of one pound to every 
four pounds of milk the cow produces. Cows giving 30 
Ibs. of milk or more are fed from one to two pounds of 
oil meal or cotton seed meal in addition. 

The cows are bred to freshen as nearly as possible in 
the fall and early winter. For about two months before 
freshening they are fed a small amount of minerals, about 
30 lbs. of mineral being added to each ton of ground feed. 
During the time the cows are kept in the barn, they are 
turned out to water twice a day, the water being warmed 
by a tank heater in the coldest weather. They are milked 
twice a day. The accompanying pictures show something 
of the type of the herd and also the practical nature of 
the layout of farm buiidings. The barn is well ventilated 

and not too 
warm. It is cold 
enough so. that

ception giving dairymen the most concern and 

worry of any of their problems. Not a day goes by 
that we do not receive many letters from worried dairy- 
men asking all kinds of questions regarding TB and the 
methods that are being used to control and eradicate it. 
In order to get information and facts and answers to 
these letters that are correct, we considered several noted 
authorities throughout the United States and finally de- 
cided to ask Dr. V. A. Moore, the Dean of the New York 
State College of Veterinary Medicine, to answer fourteen 
questions regarding TB and its eradication. These ques- 


T< eradication of bovine tuberculosis is without ex- 


tio the common ones that you end your neighbors 
are asking every day. Dr. Moore kindly consented to do 
this and our questions. or rather your questions, are 


given in this article together with Dr. Moore’s answers. 
We consider this material the most accurate. the most 
conservative and the clearest of anything that we have 
seen published on this great problem in many veorrs. If 
you are a dairyman, we hope you will read these ques- 
tions and answers over and over and save them for future 
reference, The questions and Dr. Moore’s answers follow: 
1. What is tuberculin and how Is it made? 
Tuberculin is the liquid, usually glycerinated bouillon, 
on which tubercle bacteria have grown until it is saturated 
with the products resulting from the multiplication of the 
organisms. It is a clear, more or less amber colored 
liquid. It was first discovered by Robert Koch and for 
some time known as Koch’s lymph. He first considered 
it of value in treating tuberculosis in people. It is still 
used in select cases for that purpose by some physicians. 
Tuberculin is made by growing tubercle bacteria on 
the surface of thin layers of glycerinated bouillon in flasks 
or flat bottles for a period of from 6 to 8 weeks. It is 
then boiled which kills the bacteria. After boiling, it is 
passed through a Berkefeld filter to remove all tubercle 
bacilli. The filtrate is then evaporated over a water hath 
to the concentration required and one-half of one per cent 
phenol is added to preserve it. Tuberculin of different 
streneths or concentration is nsed It has been accepted 
by physicians and veterinarians alike as the most val- 
uable aid known to science in detecting individuals suf- 
fering from tuberculosis. Of course, it is not infallible. 


2. How is tuberculin used and what constitutes a re- 
action to it? 

By injecting it subcutaneously, (under the skin) into 
the skin and by placing it in the eye. Koch found that 
when a small quantity of tuberculin was injected sub- 
cutaneously into tuberculous cattle the temperature rose 
from 1 to 5 degrees, usually in from 6 to 10 hours, remain- 
ing there for a few hours and then gradually dropping to 
normal. This produced what is known as the “tuberculin 
temperature curve” Occasionally cattle have chills, 
their eyes are dull and they are indifferent to food. 
These symptoms may last for several hours. 

Moussu and Mantoux of France injected small quanti- 
ties of tuberculin into the skin beneath the epithelial 
layer and the reaction consisted of a thickening, or swell- 
ing, at the point of injection, in from 36 to 72 hours. A 
Swelling 3/16 of an inch in diameter is considered a re- 
action. This is a more practical way of using tuberculin 
as it can be injected and at the end of 72 hours the 
reaction if any can be recorded. Some repeat the read- 
ing at the 96th hour. 

Wolff-Eisner and Calmette found that a drop of 
tuberculin placed in the eye would cause, after a few 
hours, in tuberculous people. a reaction consisting of a 
congestion of the conjunctiva (the membrane that lines 
the eyelids and covers the eyeball) and usually a purulent 
discharge. This method was soon adopted for detecting 
tuberculosis in cattle. In recent years the intradermal, 
or skin test, and the ophthalmic, or eye test, have been 
used more than the subcutaneous injection by veterinar- 
ians for testing cattle. Some certified milk commissions 
and state veterinarians insist on the subcutaneous injec- 
tion of tuberculin for testing cattle. 


3. Does tuberculin take the good cows and leave the 
culls? 

Tuberculin takes the cows that have active lesions of 
tuberculosis. They may be the finest looking and bes* 
producing animals in the herd or they may be the poor- 
The best cows are often exposed to infection more 
than the poorer ones as traffic in good producers is much 
greater than in the others. It is conceivable, though not 
positively demonstrated, that good milkers may be more 
susceptible to tubercle bacilli than those that use more 
of their feod for the support of the body and less for the 
production of milk. Tuberculous animals react to tuber- 
culin regardless, so far as we know. of their ability or 
inability to give large quantities of milk. There is a 
marked difference in the susceptibility of individual ani- 
mals to tubercle bacilli. In some the tubercles become 
arrested and often encapsniated (walled off) and remain 
inactive for a long period of time, perhaps for the life 
of the animal: while in others the disease progresses rap- 
idiy and kills in a year or less. 


est. 


4. Does tuberculin leave those badly diseased? If so, 
why? How are thece diseased animals detected later? 
Does the test ever take those that do not have tubercu- 
losis? 

Experience has shown that occasionally an advanced 


case of ‘uberculosis does not react to tuberculin. Such 
cases can be detected usually by physical examination. 


These are often the animols that cause the disease to re- 
main in a herd, as usually they continue to give off the 
bacilli. Great care should be exercised always in making 
physical examinations of the non-reacting cows, especially 
in a herd where a large percentage of the animals are 
infected. 


Occasionally, animals that have arrested tubercles fail 
to react. The reaction is produced, or supposed to be 


caused, by the tuberculin coming in contact with anti- 
bodies given off by the tissues stimulated by tubercle 
bacilli. The explanations that have been made for the 


failure of very advanced cases to give a reaction are not 
entirely satisfactory. The usual one is that the tissues 
have become saturated with the antibodies and thereby 
they do not respond to the tuberculin. When tubercles 
become encapsulated or arrested the antibodies may be 
retained within the tubercles. Often the bacilli will grow 
through the capsule and start fresh, active tubercles be- 
side the old one, from which antibodies are given off. If 
the animal is then retested it will react. We have known 
eases that failed to react for several (2 to 15) successive 
tests and then give a good reaction. The post mortem 
showed old, arrested tubercles with new, active enes de- 
veloping in the tissues adjoining them. There are many 
factors that enter into the resistance of animals to tuber- 
culosis and the occasional irregularity—in the effect of 
tuberculin. 

Tuberculin does not cause a specific reaction unless 
the animal is tuberculous. When it is injected into the 
skin. Hagan and Traum found that it sometimes caused 
a swelling that might be mistaken for a true tuberculin 
reaction. These non-specific swellings are not common. 
When ony ‘oreign protein is injected into the skin, or tis- 
sues, there is liable to be a reaction to it. 


5. Is milk from cows infected with tuberculosis realiy 
dancerous to children? 

Bovine tubercle bacilli differ from those of human 
tuberculosis in several particulars. It is possible, there- 
fore, to determine whether the bacilli that caused a 
tubercle in an individual belongs to the human or bovine 
type. Many studies have been made by the research lab- 
oratory of the New York City Board of Health, the Royal 
Tuberculosis Commission of England, and the German 
Tuberculosis Commission, to determine to what extent 
the bovine tubercle bacillus is found in the tubercles of 
tuberculous people. Hundreds of cases have been exam- 
ined, and the type of bacilli that caused them determined. 
They found that children under 16 are more or less sus- 
ceptible to bovine tubercle bacilli. In abdominal tuber- 
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The Year in Agriculture 


GRICULTURE in the United States during the last 
A year has made substantial progress in recovery 

from the effects of the postwar depression. Prog- 
ress is manifest in better balanced production, in advanc- 
ing prices for some important crops, notably cotton and 
cattle, and in further improvement in the relationship 
between the prices of farm products and the prices of 
other goods. This relationship is expressed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture in index numbers showing the 
purchasing power of a unit of farm products in terms of 
nonagricultural goods. On September 15, the index num- 
ber indicating this purchasing power was 92, compared 
with an average of 85 for the year 1926, with 100 repre- 
senting the average for the five years preceding the war. 
Since June, 1921, when the depression was at its worst, 
the unit buying power of farm products has increased 
more than 35 per cent. This means that agriculture has 
regained more than three-fourths of the buying power lost 
per unit of its products in the postwar price decline. 

It is important to bear in mind, moreover, that the im- 
provement thus registered in the purchasing power index 
does not show the full extent of the recovery effected. 
Index numbers indicating gains in the exchange value of 
farm commodities tell only part of the story. They do 
not accurately reflect advantages accruing from increased 
efficiency. In the last few years the productivity of 
American agriculture, as measured in output per farm 
worker, has increased greatly. On fewer acres, and with 
a farm population 3,000,000 less than in 1919, the agricul- 
tural industry since 1923 has averaged a 1arger volume of 
production than in the years immediately following the 
war. The farmers, through increased efficiency, are off- 
setting, to some degree at any rate, the effect of un- 
favorable relative prices. 

Areas where distress has been acute in recent years 
are this year marketing good crops at good prices. Mon- 
tana and parts of the Dakotas are conspicuous examples. 
Crop yields in Montana were nearly 50 per cent above the 
average for the last 10 years. In the Dakotas, Nebraska, 
Idaho, and Oregon yields were from 10 to 20 per cent 
better than usual. In the Cotton Belt generally, notwith- 
standing poor yields in certain areas in eastern Oklahoma 
and New Mexico and heavy losses from flood damage in 
the Mississippi Valley, farm returns are expected to be up 
to the average of recent years. The troubles of the farmer 
are not yet over, but the balance of the year’s develop- 
ments is on the side of progress. 

Although unfavorable weather delayed planting, and 
the season started under discouraging conditions, produc- 
tion of the principal crops was estimated in October to 
be 1 per cent above the average during the last five years 
and only 1 per cent below that of 1926. This result was 
obtained on a crop acreage about 1 per cent less than 
that of last year. Such an achievement is surprising in 
view of the difficulties encountered. Growers of cotton 
and tobacco faced low prices at planting time. In Florida 
and in a large area extending through southwestern 
Kansas, western Texas, and eastern New Mexico, long- 
continued drought damaged growing crops. Floods 
covered 4,500,000 acres of crop land in the Mississippi 
Valley. Up to June 5 only a fourth of the intended corn 
acreage had been planted in the lower Ohio Valley, and 
only a half in a large part of the eastern and central 
Corn Belt. Yet the total crop production, besides being 
above the average of recent years, is so well balanced 
that no marked scarcity exists of any product. Previous 
heavy stocks of cotton, tobacco, and canned goods will be 
reduced, but this is a favorable change. on 

The most striking change in the agricultural situation 
this year, as compared with that of 1926, is in the Cotton 
Belt. The year’s cotton crop was estimated in October at 
12,672,000 bales, compared with 17,977,000 bales produced 
in 1926. From the standpoint of price the improvement 
has been remarkable, and it is estimated that should 
cotton prices continue at their present level, returns to 





Farmers for lint alone will exceed by about $150,000,000 
the income from last year’s crop. Acreage reduction, boll- 
weevil damage, and the Mississippi floods mainly account 
for the fact that this year’s cotton crop is nearly one-third 
smaller than that of last year. Cotton area this year as 
estimated in September was 40,626,000 acres, compared 
with 47,087,000 acres picked last year. Although floods in 
the Mississippi Valley accounted for some of the reduc- 
tion in cotton planting, the farmers themselves, acting on 
the advice of Federal and State Departments of Agricul- 
ture, agricultural colleges, and cooperative marketing 
agencies, effected much of the reduction voluntarily, 
thereby showing that intelligent action to readjust pro- 
duction to demand in agriculture is practicable on a large 
scale. 

In the Corn Belt production of corn is 10 per cent 
greater than last year, although 1 per cent below the 
average production of the last five years. For the country 
as a whole, the corn crop is estimated at 2,753,000,000 
bushels, compared with 2,647,000,000 bushels harvested 
last year and a five-year average of 2,767,000,000 bushels. 
This production was the greatest surprise of the season. 
A late start and slow growth made it seem almost in- 
evitable that much of the corn crop would be caught by 
frost. 

The Wheat Belt, especially the northern part of the 
winter wheat and all of the spring wheat area, has had 
a good year. Spring wheat was a large crop, and wheat 
prices have held up fairly well. Taking spring and winter 
wheat together, the country harvested its largest wheat 
crop since 1922. Wheat production is estimated at 867,- 
000,000 bushels, compared with 833,000,000 bushels har- 
vested last year and a five-year average of 808,000,000 
bushels. Winter wheat comprised 553,000,000 bushels of 
the total. Durum production was 80,000,000 bushels, and 
spring wheat other than durum 234,000,000 bushels. All 
spring wheats gave remarkably good yields. 

Oats had a poor start, and the total crop is estimated 
at 1,206,000,000 bushels, or about 4 per cent less than the 
quantity harvested last year and 10 per cent below the 
average production of the last five years. Barley, planted 
on a largely increased acreage, yielded 265,000,000 bushels 
compared with 188,000,000 bushels last year. Increased 
acreage planted to buckwheat and a yield close to the 
average make the out-turn of that crop nearly 15,800,000 
bushels, the largest since 1918. Unusual yields of flax on 
a slightly reduced acreage gave a production of about 
24,300,000 bushels, the second largest production of flax 
in 15 years. Rice production, estimated at 37,900,000 
bushels, is close to recent average output. 

Good conditions prevail in the cattle and sheep indus- 
tries. The average price of slaughter steers at Chicago 
in September, 1927, was $2.63 per 100 pounds higher than 
a year ago. This is an advance of about 25 per cent. 
Some of the better grade steers averaged as much as 35 
per cent higher than a year ago. Stocker and feeder 
cattle showed a 19 per cent advance for the year. Top 
slaughter steers in Chicago about the middle of October 
sold up to $17.25 per 100 pounds, compared with a top of 
$12.70 in October, 1926. Cattlemen are optimistic and 
are restocking their ranges. Accordingly, marketing of 
cattle has been less than last year. This year’s incomes 
from cattle sales will therefore not record the full im- 
provement made in the situation, notwithstanding the 
fact that such incomes will be unusually satisfactory. 

Although the market price of lambs has averaged 
somewhat lower this year than it did in 1926, the sheep 
industry as a whole remains in good shape. Sheepmen 
generally have prospered. 

From the standpoint of prices, the swine industry en- 
countered relatively unfavorable conditions this year, al- 
though neither production nor market supplies were ex- 
cessive. From February to the end of the summer hog 
prices declined approximately $3.50 per 100 pounds. This

HE December meeting of the Board of 
= 3 Chicago passed 168 names for membership bringing 

the total membership to 28,199. This doubles the 
membership in the Holstein-Friesian Association in 1919 
for in that year the total membership was 14,000 as 
opposed to the better than 28,000 names that stand on the 
rolls today. What a tribute this is to an Association that 
has looked constantly forward, functioning efficiently 
despite the period of depression through which we have 
passed—over 28,000 members—over $325,000 reserve— 
doing a business of over $400,000 per year and, it may be 
safely estimated, serving 40,000 breeders of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle throughout the United States and Canada. The 
vast improvement in type that has been accomplished 
within a half decade, the substantial upturn in prices for 
seed stock; the return to testing programs through the ex- 
isting of A. R. and A. R. S. O. classes and the new herd 
test, all point to new levels of achievement for the Hol- 
stein breed. We are going steadily forward.

meeting in Chicago, December 5. 
the fiscal policy of the Associetion, 
income and the broad subject of consolidation of the 
offices. 

The discussion on the fiscal policy was brought to a 
head when it came to the adoption of budgets for the 
various offices for 1928. The big question was “Shall 
the Association live within its income regardless of the 
effect upon a continuous program of extension effort?” 
By a vote of 7 to 6 of the Board members present, a reso- 
lution was adopted in favor of keeping the expenses within 
the expected income of the Association. 

It may be said in behalf of the Finance Committee 
that this committee, which has more to do with the shap- 
ing of the finances of the Association than any other 
group within the management, has always had in mind 
the evident fact that our reserve account is of ample size 
to meet any reasonable emergency. In fact the Finance 
Committee may be said to be in the position of consider- 
ing any additions to reserve as unnecessary. Sound busi- 
ness practice shows that the reserve is more than ample 
in view of our present earnings. The Finance Committee 
is willing to have the Board appropriate all surplus earn- 
ings to extension effort. But at the Chicago meeting it 
brought to the attention of the Board the fact that surplus 
earnings of the past few years, which have been liberally 
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dipped into for two years now, would be more than used 
up in 1928 if the suggested budgets of the various depart- 
ments were inaugurated without being drastically trimmed 
at all points. The Finance Committee therefore recom- 
mended the adoption of a budget that would keep the ex- 
penses for 1928 within the expected income of the Aggo- 
ciation and it met the approval of the Board members 
present at the Chicago meeting by the close vote re- 
corded above. 

While there would be no question of the soundness of 
this policy in a business organization carried on for profit. 
we cannot bring ourselves to believe that a literal appli- 
cation of such a policy is in the best interests of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association or the Holstein industry. 

Our reason for this view is that the industry will be 
better served by carrying on a reasonable, continuous 
program of extension effort than it will by making the 
dollar the prime consideration and regarding the basis of 
the surplus and reserve at their present more than 
adequate levels, a matter of fixed policy even at the cost 
of greatly reduced effectiveness in the Extension Service. 

The great weakness in the extension policy of our 
Association, as we see it, has been that we have jumped 
from one extreme to the other. We have gone too far in 
one year in expanding the extension efforts, and then to 
get away from the red ink resulting, the next year have 
gone to the other extreme and cut the extension appro- 
priation to a point that has made complete 
changes in plan and policy with the effect of nullifving 
partially the extra effort of the preceding year. Then 
when surpluses pile up under that extreme, we have pro- 
ceeded to build up again perhaps farther than we ought 
to, and then the pendulum swings back again. The work 
of the Extension Service, in our judgment. would be 
farther ahead today if we had adopted a middle ground 
policy in the matter of extension expenditures and carried 
it along vear after year.

position of criticizing 
management in this matter because we 
easier to look back in these 
matters and say what ought to have been done than it is 
to judge all conditions accurately in advance. It -is 
evident now that in the early years of the Extension De- 
partment too ambitious a program was mapped out, as 
it was like butting our heads against a wall to 
attempt to stem the Holstein depression in the face of 
general farm conditions. Then. when unmistakable im- 
provement was apparent in the business, it was natural to 
over estimate in the forecast of expected income because 
there was no way of gauging the effect on registrations 
and transfers from the growth of the tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work and there was no way of estimating the de- 
gree to which breeders would adopt a program of volun- 
tary selective registration in their herds. Thus for the 
past few years while breeders have experienced greatly 
improved business, the receipts of the Association are 
only on the same level or slightly less than was the case 
last year and the year before. 

This condition naturally induces the closest attention 
upon the part of the Board of Directors who are charged 
with the financial responsibility of our Association. 

We have no quarrel, therefore, with their action at 
Chicago in adopting a resolution approving the policy of 
balancing our budget, that is, in living within our income. 
We believe they did right, however, in not insisting upon 
making the drastic cut necessary to put that principle 
into entire operation during the coming year. The situa- 
tion is just this—the activities of the Secretary’s office in 
the registration of pedigrees and ownerships is, of course, 
the fundamental business of the Association. The work 
of the Advanced Registry is similarly re-

garded, and likewise the necessary expenses of operation 
that are paid through the treasurer’s office. These ac- 
tivities have to be paid for whether or not we have any 
Extension Department at all. But the Association has a 
definite obligation to do everything it can to promote the 
progress of the breed and the welfare of its members. 
It has this obligation under its constitution as well as 
from the unanimous mandate of the last convention which 
voted on this question in no unmistakable terms. 

The final action of the Board in appropriating $95,000 
for the Extension Department with $20,000 extra for

From our own observation extending over a large part 
of the country during the past few months, we are highly) 
optimistic over the future of the Holstein-Friesian indus- 
try. With the existing shortage of good dairy cattle, and 
the continuous growth in the demand for milk and dairy 
nroducts, this fundamental industry is bound to move for 
ward onto higher ground. In fact our conclusion from all 
our observations is that the Association and individual 
breeders may profitably bank on this condition in laying 
their plans for the future.

To Buy or Not to Buy 

The other proposition of major importance considered 
by the Board was the matter of the purchase of the prop- 
erty at Brattleboro now occupied by the Secretary's office 
It will be recalled that this building was built about a 
doz°-n years ago especially for our Association from plans 
drawn by our own architect. The property is now offered 
to the Association for $30,000 which is considered to be 
about thirty cents on the dollar for what it would cost 
to replace the building at present building costs. The 
carrying charges at this price would represent a saving 


of around $4,000 a year from the present rental. Opposi- 
tion to the purchase was based on the ground that the 
Association ought not to tie up its funds in real estate 


which might be difficult to dispose of in case it should 
ever be desirable to move the offices or use the money 
for any other purpose. Opposition also was expressed on 
the ground that the purchase of this building would end 
the possibility of consolidating all the offices of tne Asso- 
ciation in any central location as has been discussed on 
numerous occasions. 

On account of this fundamental maiter of policy in- 
volved the Board was unanimous in feeling that the 
matter ought to be referred to the membership through 
an annual convention before taking any final action. The 
division, therefore, was on the point as to whether or 
aot this question should go before the convention bearing 
a recommendation from the Board that the purchase be 
made. By a vote of 7 to 5, however, the Board passed a 
resolution recommending the purchase of the Brattleboro 
property at a cost not to exceed $30,000 subject to the 


approval of the next annual convention. One director 
had left before the vote was taken on this question, 
making four directors not represented in this vote. Of 


these, three have expressed themselves in favor of the 
purchase and one opposed, so that the line-up of the vote 
would be ten in favor of the purchase and six opposed 
to it. 

We have long championed the cause of consolidation 
of all the offices of the Association under one roof. The 
splendid offer, however, which comes from Brattleboro 
respecting the matter of purchase of the present home of 
the secretary’s office, raises at once the fundamental 
question of this consolidation in such a way as to present 
another angle to the problem. We must make up our 
minds whether the practical advantages of combining all 
the offices in a single central location will overbalance 
the discomforts and disadvantages which would be 
brought about by removing from Vermont. It is not prac- 
tical to combine all the offices at Brattleboro for reasons 
which affect mainly the work of the extension depart- 
ment. The extension department could not, it is generally 
conceded, function as efficiently from a Brattleboro loca- 
tion as it could from a more central location with respect 
to news and other outlets. We face therefore the proposi- 
tion of balancing the advantages and disadvantages of 
either proposal and seeking a solution that will give to 
the industry the greatest efficiency at the least discomfort 
and lowest possible cost. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Pabst, which puts the 
final disposition of this matter before the next annual 
convention, is wise. By June we shall know a lot more 
about how effectively we can combine the Advanced 
Registry and Extension Departments, if at all. By June 
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the delegates will be prepared, we opine, to express an 
intelligent opinion upon the desirability of purchase of a 
permanent home for the secretary's office at Brattleboro, 
Vermont, as opposed to the general proposition of con- 
solidation. There has been no need of haste apparently 
and there seems to be no reason why the matter cannot 
be given more attention before a definite committment 
is made.

decline resulted primarily from a sharp curtailment in 
the foreign demand for American pork and pork products 
In September and October, however, corn prices de- 
clined and hog prices advanced. At this writing the corn- 
hog price ratio is not unfavorable for hog feeding. The 
dairy industry has enjoyed another good year. Although 
the general trend of dairy production continues upward, 
consumption of all dairy products has more than regained 
the momentum acquired before the war and the outlook 
is favorable. 

Most staple lines of fruits and vegetables, with the 
exception of potatoes and sweet potatoes, are bringing 
prices equal to or considerably higher-than those of last 
year. Tree crops have been lighter than in any recent 
season. Commercial apple production was estimated in 
October at about 24,300,000 barrels, compared with 39,400,- 
000 barrels last year, when the output was the heaviest 
on record. Prices in the principal markets on October 1 
were from 50 to 75 cents a bushel higher than for the 
previous year, although the quality of the supply was 
lower. Peach production dropped about one-third from 
the heavy crop of 1926, and peach prices ruled generally 
higher. Pear production likewise declined materially. 
These lower production results were accompanied by 
price gains promising increased total returns. 

Potato production on October 1 was estimated at 395.- 
000,000 bushels, or 39,000,000 bushels more than in 1926 
and 1,000,000 bushels more than the average for the five 
years preceding 1926. Sweet potato production is ex- 
pected to total 87,500,000 bushels, or 3,800,000 more than 
in 1926. 

In general the showing for the year is good. Yet much 
remains to be done before the position of the farmer will 
cease to constitute a problem. In order to achieve higher 
net incomes for agriculture, advance is necessary along 
several lines. While farmers themselves are reducing 
their costs of production through increased efficiency, 
public agencies should cooperate with them in effecting a 
better adjustment of production to demand. . Also efforts 
should be made to diminish waste, to lessen margins be- 
tween producers” and consumers’ prices, to reduce trans- 
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portation and distribution costs, and to lessen the farm- 
er’s overhead charges by lowering or redistributing tax 
burdens and by improving agricultural credit facilities. 
Farmers should be encouraged to enhance their bargain- 
ing power through cooperative marketing, and the respon- 
sibility of the public in helping to reduce price fluctua- 
tions due to unavoidable gluts and shortages of agricul- 
tural products should be recognized in a practical manner. 
Overemphasis on the fairly satisfactory results of a single 
year may cause us to forget the existence of underlying 
causes of farm difficulty, and therefore to neglect prac- 
ticable means of affording relief. 

In the nine years since the World War ended our agri- 
culture has undergone far-reaching changes that have 
materially increased the output of both land and labor. 
Tractors have replaced many horses and mules, releasing 
land for other uses than the production of feed and 
forage. Improved harvesting machinery has come into 
wide use. The size of the average farm has increased. 
More productive crops have been planted. Livestock of 
increased productivity has become widely dispersed. 
Farm management has become more efficient, a better 
balance has been established among agricultural enter- 
prises, and progress has been made in adjusting produc- 
tion to market requirements. The result is an increase 
in farm production more rapid than the rise in the coun- 
try’s population. 

From 1919 to 1924 there was a decrease of 13,000,000 
acres in crop land in the United States—the first decrease 
ever shown by census statistics in the agricultural area 
of the Nation. There occurred at the same time a de- 
crease in the number of farm animals, a decrease in the 
number of farms, and a decrease of farm population. 
Under such circumstances one would hardly expect an 
increase in the volume of farm production. Yet an in- 
crease took place, and a very substantial one. It is 
estimated that crop production in the period 1922-1926 
was nearly 5 per cent greater than in the period 1917- 
1921, although the aggregate acreage in crops decreased 
slightly. Likewise, the output of animal products is 
estimated to have increased fully 15 per cent. The in- 
creased productivity of the farm worker is estimated at 
about 15 per cent. This increase in labor efficiency, prob- 
ably never before equalled, is attributable in part to the 
utilization of more productive live stock and crops, in part 
to the increased use of machinery and power on the farm. 

Important gains have been made in the amount of 
milk and meat produced per unit of feed consumed. 
About two-thirds of the estimated increase in farm pro- 
duction for the five years 1922-1926 over that for the five 
years 1917-1921 is attributable to an increase in the output 
of animal products. In the later period about 20 per cent 
more milk was produced from only 4 per cent more dairy 
cows and heifers, and the output of meat and other ani- 
mal products in relation to feed consumption increased 
about 9 per cent. Fully one-third of this increase, how- 
ever, is due to a shift from beef cattle toward dairy cattle 
and hogs. These animals produce more human food per 
unit of feed consumed than do beef cattle. 

Changes in crop production contributed to the increase 
in total farm output. In general the crop shifts made 
were toward crops with a higher acre value. In the 
Cotton Belt there was a notable shift from corn to cotton. 
In the western Corn Belt and in the spring-wheat region 
a marked shift from wheat to corn took place. California 
and Florida largely increased their acreages of fruits and 
vegetables. About two-thirds of the increase in crop 
production per acre between 1922-1926 and 1917-1921 is 
associated with this shift from less productive to more 
productive crops per acre, while the remaining third is 
attributed to higher yields per acre. 


All this technical progress has raised the question of 
the relation between increased efficiency and the prices 
of farm products. It has been suggested that the ad- 
vantage of increased efficiency to the farmer may be 
largely offset. through increased total output and reduced 
prices per unit of product. This is a problem which de- 
mands consideration. It may sharpen the necessity for a 
better adjustment of production in agriculture and for a 
better relationship between the agricultural population 
and other groups. There can not, however, be any justi- 
fication for lessening the effort to attain increased effi- 
ciency. Such effort may return a diminishing total re- 
ward as the percentage of efficient producers increases, 
but the gain probably never vanishes altogether, and for 
the pioneer in efficiency it is substantial. Efficient meth- 
ods have to be applied almost universally before their 
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benefit goes mainly to the consumer. In the case of 
crops like cotton and wheat, the prices of which are deter. 
mined in the world market, it is especially important that 
the highest possible level of efficiency be maintained by 
American farmers. Undoubtedly, however, progress jn 
efficiency which causes production to keep pace with or 
to outstrip consumption calls for compensating adjust- 
ments in our agricultural system. Under present condi- 
tions it is probably unwise to bring more land into use, 
and I shall have more to say on this question later. While 
continuing our efforts to obtain increased productivity per 
worker, we should do what is possible to prevent un- 
necessary expansion of crop acreage and to increase the 
income of agriculture by better adjustment of production 
and marketing.

culosis in adults over 16 years, both human and bovine 
bacilli were found in two cases, and the human only in 
eight. In children under 16 the human bacilli were found 
in 19 cases and the bovine in 28. In the bronchial glands 
human bacilli were found in 17 cases, and the bovine in 
one. In the cervical glands the New York Board of 
Health found in children from 5 to 16 years of age, the 
In children 
under 5 they found the human type in 6 and the bovine 
in 16 cases. In tuberculosis of the bones and joints, the 
New York Board of Health did not find the bovine organ- 
ism in any case, but the human type appeared in 18. The 
infection seems to depend on the number of tubercle 
bacilli ingested with the milk. It would be dangerous 
for a child to drink the milk from one cow if she had 
tuberculosis of the udder. Bovine tubercle bacilli are 
rarely, if ever, found in the milk of tuberculous cows that 
have sound udders. Tubercle bacilli may get into the 
milk in small numbers from intestinal discharges in cases 
where the bacilli are being eliminated in that way. This 
often occurs when the lungs are diseased, as cattle swal- 
low much of the material coughed up from the lungs. 
Tuberculosis of the udder is rare in the early stages of 
the disease. In advanced cases it is more common. 

6. If the milk from tuberculous cows is unfit for use, 
why is the meat passed for food? 

The milk of tuberculous cattle is not injurious unless 
it contains tubercle bacilli. When the udder is _ tuber- 
culous the milk usually contains the organisms in large 
numbers. If a cow reacts to tuberculin, it means that 
she is infected, that is, that somewhere in the body (al- 
most always in some lymphatic gland, the lungs or 
abdominal organs, rarely, if ever, in muscle), there are 
specific tissue changes or tubercles. As the bacilli are 
liable at any time to be carried from these tubercles 
through the blood to other parts of the body, the udder 
may become diseased at any time. There is, therefore, 
a potential danger of the milk containing tubercle bacilli 
if the cow is infected. There is no danger in using milk 
from infected cows if it is first properly pasteurized. Cer- 
tain cities in California require milk to come from tuber- 
culosis free cattle or be pasteurized. In most cases where 
the animal appears to be well, the tubercles are localized 
in one or more organs. The bacilli that produce them 
may, if the animal is sufficiently resistant, remain in the 
tubercles. If the animal is susceptible they may spread 
through the blood and lymph streams to other organs of 
the body, and the udder may be one of them. In such 
cases the milk is dangerous. 

If a tuberculous animal is slaughtered and the tuber- 
cles are found to be localized, the remaining part of the 
careass is not diseased, and, consequently, is fit for food. 
As the animal is dead there is no possible chance for the 
bacilli to pass from the tubercle to other organs or to 


the flesh. If the disease is generalized, the carcass is 
condemned. 
7. Will repeated tests cause a cow to react even 


though she might not be infected with tuberculosis? 


They are not supposed to do so. Repeated injections 
of tuberculin tend to make the animal tolerant to tuber- 
culin. It is stated by a few authors that a large dose 
of tuberculin injected into the tissues of a healthy ani- 
mal may sensitize the tissues of the animal to the tuber- 
culin, so that a subsequent injection of it will cause a 
reaction. (This is known as an anaphylactic reaction). 
When a protein, for example normal blood serum, is in- 
jected into an animal it often sensitizes the tissues so 
that a later injection may cause a decided reaction to it.

Tyee Hiske Fayne 401969, a mem- 
ber of the Carnation herd, has just 
completed what is in many respects 
one of the most remarkable records 
made in this great breeding institu- 
tion, by producing on two-time milk- 
ing a total of 25,554.7 lbs. milk con- 
taining 984.5 lbs. butter.

NEW YORK DAIRYMEN MEET 
MARKET TEST 

With the passing of the critical pe- 
riod in milk production dairymen of 
the New York Milk Shed have met 
the requirements of their metropoli- 
tan market, and at the same time 
lent aid to flood stricken New 
England, says an announcement by 
the Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association, Inc. 

Milk production in the_ territory 
supplying New York City is now on 
the upward trend, and nothing short 
of a calamity that might cripple 
transportation facilities can bring a 
milk shortage in New York this 
season, says the League statement. 
Production is ample for all needs, it 
is said, and will increase daily. 

Fears that New York might be con- 
fronted by a serious milk shortage 
in November were raised by New 
York dealers in statements to Com- 
Louis I. 


missioner of Health Dr. 
Harris last February. They urged 
that the milk shed be widened to 


admit western milk. The Dairymen’s 
League opposed this proposal and 


assured Commissioner Harris. that 
eastern dairymen could and would 


supply the market if given the oppor- 
tunity. 

When Commissioner Harris asked 
for proof of the League’s assertions a 
survey of the milk producing facili- 
ties of the natural Milk Shed was 
made by the farmers’ organization. 
A program to increase production by 


adoption of better feeding methods 
for dairy herds was drafted by 
the Cooperative Association, and 


approved by State Colleges of Agri- 
Bureaus 


culture, the Grange, Farm 
and other organizations. 
Commissioner Harris agreed to 


withhold extension of the Milk Shed 
and give the farmers the opportun- 
ity they asked. The Dairymen’s 
League then launched its campaign 
to bring about greater production per 
dairy. It received the assistance of 
the State Colleges of Agriculture. 
Farm Bureaus and others. This cam- 
paign, which was waged for months, 
has been proclaimed the greatest 
movement of the kind ever under- 
taken by a farmers’ cooperative or- 
ganization. 

Spurred on by the fact that the 
future of their industry was at stake 
and that powerful opponents were 
waiting to grab upon the first evi- 
dence of failure as a means of de- 
manding territorial expansion, dairy- 
men have demonstrated a remarkable 
ability to cooperate. The successful 
handling of this problem by the 
Dairymen’s League has been pro- 
claimed the greatest accomplishment 
in the history of farmer cooperation 
and American agriculture. 

Final figures on the November milk 
production have not been compiled 
for the whole territory. It is known, 
however, that New York had ample 
supplies at all times, with the excep- 
tion of one or two days when flood 
conditions prevented railroads from 
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moving all shipments on _ schedule, 
and when whole carloads of milk 
were being diverted to Boston in 


answer to its plea for help while 
New England supplies were cut off. 





HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN A SSOCI- 
ATION DOUBLES MEMBER. 
SHIP IN 8 YEARS 


Since 1919, the membership of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has grown from about 14,000 
to over 28,000 or just double in a 
period of eight years. This is a re- 
markable testimonial to the expan- 
sion of the industry during this 
period. The memberships during the 
present year are being received at a 
faster rate than for several years 
previous. After the admission of 168 
members at the recent meeting in 
Chicago, Secretary Houghton  an- 
nounced that the total membership, 
figuring out all deaths that have been 
reported and limited tenure member- 
ships expiring, the following tabula- 
tions by states was made up after the 
Memphis meeting when 508 new mem- 
bers were admitted.

Tables showing the results since 1920 
indicate the growth of the work in 
that county.

than 3,000 cows over last year. 

The purebred industry seems to be 
growing as only 653 purebreds fin- 
ished last year as compared to 951 
this year. As this increase was made 
up largely of heifers it caused the 
purebred production to drop some- 
what from the year before but it is 
still above that of the grades, being 
362.1 lbs. of fat per cow. 

Nineteen herds made an average 
of better than 400 lbs. of fat per cow 
the past year as compared to 13 herds 
a year ago. 

In the large herd groups this year, 
all made better than 325 Ibs. of fat 
per cow. There were four dairies 
with over 500 cows each and their 
production was within seven Ibs. of 
each other. 

1,793 cows produced more than 400 
lbs. of butterfat each. The highest 
average herd production was for a 
herd of 42 cows which averaged 14,- 
623 lbs. of milk and 586.6 Ibs. of fat. 

Practically all of the old members 
are remaining in the association and 
with the number of new members 
coming in it would seem that the 
coming year will be even more suc- 
cessful than the past year.

& Does the test harm the cows or the milk from 
them? 

There is no evidence that the

9. Will the test throw cows off their feed or injure 
the quality of the butter?

10. Does ‘no visible lesions’ mean that the cow did 
not have tuberculosis?

there are certain changes taking place (formation of a 
tubercle) in the tissues due to the action of tubercle 
bacilli on the tissue cells. As both the bacilli and the 
cells are so small that for the average person to see 
them they must be magnified several hundred times, it 
is possible that well organized tubercles may exist and 
still be so small that the human eye will not detect them 
Again, in a small percentage of cases the tubercles de- 
velop in the membranes covering the brain and spinal 
cord, and in the bones. These cases are not found usual- 
ly at’the post mortem made on the killing floor. It is 


possible, of course, that a non-specific swelling may fol- 


low the injection. If “no lesion cases” are found in a 
herd where many animals are obviously tuberculous, it 
most likely means that either the tubercles are present 


but not found, or they are so small they cannot be seen 
by the unaided eye. 

11. What are the indemnities paid in New York State? 
How do they compare with those of other states? Are 
these indemnities fair to dairymen, especially to those 
who have spent a lifetime building up a dairy? 

New York State pays 90 per cent of the appraised 
value when the appraisal does not exceed $75.00 for a 
grade or $125.00 for a purebred. I do not know of any 
state that pays larger indemnities than this, and many of 
them pay very much less. 

There is a fundamental moral principle in business 
that food products sold to the public shall be sound and 
safe. On that basis, what right has a dairyman to ask 
the public to buy his products if they are from infected 
or diseased cows and in a measure perhaps dangerous 
to the health of the consumer? For more than 30 years 


dairymen have been told, through government, state, and 
experiment station bulletins, and articles in the public 


press. about tuberculosis, how to prevent and how to get 
rid of it. Many dairymen have observed these instruc- 
tions and now have sound herds. Others have not, and 


more or less of their cattle are infected. In view of the 
facts, are not cattle owners being treated very generously 
with the indemnities they are receiving, especially in 
New York State? The question is how much is an in- 
fected or diseased cow worth? 

It does not seem right, however, to compel a dairy- 
man to kill valuable animals when it is possible for him 
to handle his herd conservatively and grow up a sound 
one from his infected stock as Denmark is doing and as 
has been done in many herds in this country. If the State 
insists on killing such cattle, it should in all fairness pay 
for them. 

The maintaining of a sound herd is a problem for the 
owner, as no one else can solve it for him. The time is 
fast approaching when consumers of milk and dairy prod- 
ucts will insist on their coming from healthy cows. That 
will require greater care on the part of dairymen and an 
increase in the price of milk and its products, which the 
consumer can well afford to pay. Cities cannot demand 
wholesome milk from healthy cows without paying the 
cost. 

12. When can a dairyman be quarantined for not 
testing? 

The matter of placing a quarantine on untested herds 
is a regulation and may vary. Quarantines are placed 
under such regulations when 90 per cent or more of the 
cattle in the community, or area, are tested. It may be 
changed at the discretion of the executive officers. 

13. How does bovine tuberculosis cause loss to dairy- 
men? 

As tuberculosis is a slow-developing and chronic dis- 
ease, its cost to the dairyman is spread over many years. 
The losses are found in a number of ways, the more im- 
portant of which may be enumerated as follows: 
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1. Tuberculosis destroys by death a certain number 
of animals after the disease has become established in a 
herd. 

2. Tuberculosis Causes a waste oi food by feeding it to 
animals that are diseased and cannot give an adequate 
return. 

3. Tuberculosis causes heavy losses by infecting other 
animals, such as swine, calves and adult cattle, through 
milk and by contact. 

4. Tuberculosis reduces the production and market 
value oi cows. As soon as there is physical evidence of 
its existence the animals have litile or no market value. 
5. Tuberculosis destroys the good reputation of a herd 
which renders it difficult to sell the animals and often to 
dispose of their products. 


14. Under the plan of eradication, how can dairymen 
minimize their losses? 

The most difficult question for a dairyman who has 
lost his cattle under the present plan, is to know how to 
replace them. The testing of dairy herds must neces- 
sarily progress slowly. li dairymen, who are to have 
their herds tested in the next two or three vears, would 
raise their calves on the milk of cows that are free trom 
tuberculosis, or properly pastuerized milk, and keep them 
apart from the according to the Bang method, 
they could have by the time their herd is tested, a goodly 
number of young cows from their best producers to take 
the place of those that they lose on the test. This means 
infinite pains and possibly some expense in providing 
separate pastures in summer and shelter in winter. On 
the other hand, it will heavily to buy tuberculosis

free cattle which are becoming hard to purchase. The 
care required to raise healthy calves from the infected 
herds is not much more exacting than to keep sound 


herds free from infection after the diseased animals have 
been removed. 

Emphasis should be placed on the importance of an- 
nual tests after the herds are accredited. Many herds in 
State were “cleaned up” twenty-five years ago, but 
indifference to the requirements ior keeping them clean 
allowed the disease to reappear. Tuberculosis free herds 
necessitates not only eliminating the infected animals, 
but in keeping the infection out thereafter.

sudden stops the old familiar 

“all aboard” rang out and a 
train of nine cars started slowly out 
of the railroad yards at Danville. It 
was the Better Dairy Sire Train of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois R. R. 
starting out on its two weeks’ trip 
with twenty-four scheduled stops. at 
which places it was expected the gos- 
pel of Better Bulls would be spread 
together with the “Bull” or should 
say Bulls. 

The train was under the command 
of Luther Fuller, the general agricul- 
ture agent of the railroad, and his 
able assistant whom we found known 
to everyone in Southern Illinois as 
“Two Gun Limestone Charlie Filson.” 
Due largely to the efforts of these 
two men the train was welcomed 
with interest by farmers and towns- 
people at every stop. 

My own excuse for being present 
was the fact that Mr. Ball, the Field- 
man for the Illinois Holstein-Friesian 
Association, after selecting twelve 
excellent bulls out of record dams to 
represent the Holstein part of the 
Dairy Industry, found that other du- 
ties prevented his being present to 
sell them. Thinking that such a line- 
up of bulls would require little or no 
salesmanship I readily consented to 
substitute for Mr. Ball.

Most of them 
had been paying such high prices for 
common grade cows that they be- 
came economical when it came to 
purchase a bull. Soon the Guernsey 
man announced the sale of two bulls 
and the Jersey man, one. When we 
left Hoopeston I still had my twelve 
bulls. 

At Milford, our next stop, we were 
met by the village band and all the 
trimmings that go toward a celebra- 
tion in a small city. Here I ran into 
several men with a small start in 
registered Holsteins.

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from Fred they were on the right 
track to a good herd. When we left 
Milford with still no sales I had Fred 
for an alibi. 

Next day at Cissna Park we found 
more interest as there was a good 
fluid milk market there. There I 
met Ira Sailor whom I used to know 
in school. With his aid I tried to get 
three men together to buy my cheap- 
est bull but it did not work. At any 
rate we started on to Watseka with 
no alibi, no money, but twelve bulls 
each getting better day by day. 

On our way to the next place Daubs 
and I began to think seriously of 
what to do next in order to close a 
sale. As soon as we were spotted we 
lead several bulls off of the car and 
tied them outside. I made rather a 
desperate vow that one was going to 
be left behind even if we had to for- 
get to load one. Our luck changed, 
however, with the weather. That 
evening after the interested crowd 
arrived it started to rain. Several 
parties stayed then until the rain 
was over. A bull also stayed with 
one of these parties. 

From then on we sold one very 
frequently. Two were left at Sulli- 
van right in the midst of a big local 
Jersey show. At Pana, Edwin ran 
into an old boyhood friend, now test- 
er in Montgomery County. He rec- 
ognized the superior merit and bar- 
gains in our bulls and late that night 
telephoned one of his members to 
come in next morning. He came and 
purchased. 


Mr. Stannard, Director of Agricul- 
ture for the State, was present at 
Pana and spoke to a large gathering. 

Finally at the end of the week half 
of the bulls were gone. The first 
day of the second week I sold three 
bulls so sent for two more and also 
let Daubs go back to his testing 
work. Incidentally I was very much 
afraid that if he ate those splendid 
meals on that diner much longer he 
would never be satisfied with the 
variety of grub handed out on his 
route in Lake County. 

At the end of the trip thirteen Hol- 
stein bulls had been placed in new 
homes at an average price of $165. 
They ranged from $100 to $250. The 
outstanding bull of the whole train 
was the one put on by Rock River 
Farms. His sire is the Fayne bull 
which Rock River bred themselves. 
His dam is out of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes. The two nearest dams of this 
young bull will average a 4% test for 
the year. Also he was a real show 
bull. M. S. Smith and Son of John- 
son City were the lucky buyers of 
this bull. 


Other breeders having bulls that 
stood the selection test of Mr. Ball 
were: Harry Wood, Delavan; J. F.

One of the things that hurt my 
sale at the start was the fact that 
several men, just newcomers in the 
business you might say, could not in 
the limited time we were at a town, 
choose a bull when confronted with 
six or seven of nearly equal values.

per cent Grade B milk in the 201-219 
mile zone for the month of November

milk and is an increase of 31 cents 
per hundred pounds ever the price 
paid in November 1926 and is 17 
cents per hundred pounds more than 
the price paid in October 1927.

Austin Backus, has brought an average of right 
around $200. In the 10th Earlville Sale, 146 head were 
consigned, bringing a total of $29,030, or an average of 
$198.83. Of the 146 head, only seven were cows with 
official or semi-official records and only fifteen of those 
without records were from tested dams. One complete 
dispersal of a herd of twenty-three head included a num- 
ber of young heifers and bulls and some older cows that 
suffered from lack of fitting which operated to bring 
down the average and there were no high prices to boost 
the average, although one cow went as high as $540 and 
another $450.

N. Y., at $450. Murphy & Sons also had the second high 
bull, King Sarcastic Jemima 8th, purchased for $370 by 
F. H. White, Richfield Springs, N. Y., and R. Y. Walrath, 
East Springfield, N. Y. In all, 66 animals brought over 
$200 and ten of them $300 or better.

BRONX GRAND JURY WOULD 
WIDEN MILK SHED 

Substantiating ev.dence of the oft- 
repeated assertion 0. the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association, Inc., 
that the menace of an extension of 
the New York Milk Shed threatened 
the dairy industry of the east has just 


been presented to Supreme Court 
Justice John F. Tierney by a Bronx 
Grand Jury 


Recommendation that the New 
York Milk Shed be widened consid- 
erably beyond its present boundaries 
is contained in a presentment handed 
up by the Grand Jury at the end of 
its investigation of alleged milk grat 
cases. The Grand Jurors expressed 
the opinion that an extension of the 


territory from which New York City’s 
milk supply is drawn would abolish 
graft and official corruption, and 
might also help to bring cheaper milk 
to the metropolis. 

The Grand Judy presentment rec- 


ommends that a committee of nation- 
al, state and city health authorities 
be formed by Health Commissioner 
Dr. Louis |. Harris to study the ques- 
tion of the admission of milk and its 
products from territory outside the 
present Milk Shed as the only means 
of putting an end to grafting by 
Health Department inspectors. 

The presentment says in part: 

“Tf there is no consequent danger 
to the health of the community we 
believe that such milk and its prod- 
ucts should be allowed to come in: 
we believe it would be of benefit to 
the city.” 

Explaining that the Grand Jurors 
found that it would not be wise to 
enlarge the territory from which the 
City’s milk is obtained without first 
increasing the force of inspectors in 
the Health Department, the present- 
ment urges the New York City Board 
of Estimate to increase the appropri- 
ation for the Health Department. 


While the Dairymen’s League Co- 
eperative Association, Inc., has been 
pointing out for months past that 


danger of a widened Milk Shed hung 
over the dairy industry of the east, 
certain interests have scoffed at the 
assertion and sought to belittle the 
danger. Attempts have been made to 
convince farmers that there was no 
danger of the milk supplying terri- 
tory being extended, despite the fact 
that the Dairymen’s League has pre- 
sented evidence that powerful inter- 
ests have made various efforts to 
bring that about. 


What the results of this Grand 
Jury recommendation will be are, of 
course, unknown now. Only the de- 


velopments of the future will reveal 


that, but the fact remains that the 
danger has and still does. exist. 
Through organized effort only can 


dairymen hope to preserve their mar- 
kets and prevent the bringing of dis- 
asterous surplus into the market for 
the major portion of each year.

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The World All-American for 1927 


on the following pages compose what is probably the 

best quality list right through of any in the entire 
six years of All-American history. These annual selec- 
tions are attracting constantly increasing interest on the 
part of the breeders and the public generally, so that des- 
ignation in the All-American list has become the most 
prized honor of the show ring. 


Selections for the World All-American are made by a 
committee composed of the judges at the National Dairy 
Show, Eastern States Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress and the Pacific International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion with the Editor of the World an as ex-officio mem- 
ber. Exhibition at one of these shows is not a requisite 
for consideration, although the importance of the fairs at 
which the animal wins cannot be entirely overlooked in 
making awards. The Committee this year consisted of 
Ward W. Stevens, judge at the National Dairy Show; W. 
S. Moscrip, judge at Eastern States Exposition; H. H. Kil- 
dee, judge at Waterloo and Axel Hansen, judge at the 
Pacific International. Unusual opportunity was afforded 
this year for the committee to see all of the leading con- 
tenders for honors in every class as all members of the 
committee either judged or observed from the ringside 
several important shows aside from the national and sec- 
tional shows mentioned. Every selection made, both for 
the All-American list and the complete list of reserves 
selected this year, was by a unanimous vote of the whole 
Committee. 


There are many points of special interest in connec- 
tion with this year’s selections. An unusual number of 
repeaters are found, there being two males and two 
females on this year’s list that were similarly honored 
last year, while in addition there are three from last year’s 
Reserve list that win either All-American or Reserve hon- 
ors this year. Another point of interest in showing that 
no one section holds a monopoly of the good cattle is em- 
phasized by the fact that the fifteen placings for the All- 
American include three each from Iowa and the Province 
of Ontario, two each from Wisconsin and the Province of 
Quebec, and one each from Illinois, Washington, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan and Oklahoma. From the Reserve list, 
Washington, Wisconsin and the Province of Ontario have 
three each, Minnesota and Illinois two each, and Pennsyl- 
vania and California one each, or a total of six states and 
one Province of Canada. 


Among the other facts of interest regarding this year’s 
selections may be mentioned the winning of the Get of 
Sire designation by the Get of Forum Patriarch, Reserve 
All-American three-year-old last year and a member of 
the All-Americah Get of Sire for King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe last year. The K P O P colors, thus after winning 
Get of Sire honors in the All-American for three years, 
are carried on this year by a distinguished son of K P O P. 
One of the repeaters in this year’s list, Triune Papoose 
Piebe, last year’s All-American heifer calf and this year’s 
selection for the senior yearling class, gives to her sire, 
Triune Ormsby Piebe, another famous son of K P O P, 


T@ World All-American selections for 1927 displayed 


the distinction of being the only bull having two All-Amer- 
ican repeaters numbered among his offspring. 

This year’s list adds further honors for Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince, whose previous showing of 
three daughters selected for All-American honors, was and 
is unequalled but who adds this year another All-Amer- 
ican daughter and one Reserve winner. Further honors 
are also added to the All-American record of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, who is the only cow having three All- 
American offspring. One of these, last year’s All-Amer- 
ican senior yearling, repeated this year in the two-year- 
old class, and a daughter of her All-American son, Sir 
Inka May, was All-American heifer calf, this being the 
first All-American winning by a son or daughter of an All- 
American bull. 


The Bull Classes 

In the selection of bulls in the aged class, there was 
no serious contender for Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
who by this winning goes into the very exclusive class 
of animals that have won this honor three different years, 
the others being Sir Francy Mercena Burke with win- 
nings in the yearling, two-year-old and three-year-old 
classes, and Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, who won this hon- 
or as a two-year-old, three-year-old, four-year-old and five- 
year-old. 

In the three-year-old bull class, it was almost a toss-up 
between the Canadian bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, unde- 
feated grand champion at ten of the most important 
shows of Canada this season, and Blue Earth Duke Orms- 
by, who won his class at nine of the important shows of 
the year in the U. S. The Minnesota bull is somewhat 
larger and is superior in spring of ribs, although not as 
good as the Canadian bull in the head or at the tail set- 
ting. In the two-year-old class, the Wisconsin bull, King 
Homestead Piebe Lad, was outstanding, being good 
enough to win grand championship at a number of impor 
tant state fairs in competition with older bulls. For Re- 
serve honors, Prince Tobe Johanna Beets was selected on 
account of his consistent season’s showing over a strong 
circuit. In the senior yearling class, last year’s calf win- 
ners both came through and in the same order, the Massa- 
chusetts bull, Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker, being All- 
American senior yearling bull as he was senior calf last 
year, and the Minnesota bull, Femco Pride, being again 
Reserve senior yearling as he was Reserve calf last year. 
The two bulls have never come together, although both 
have made extended circuits. The only young bull to go 
through an extensive season undefeated for junior cham- 
pionship honors was the Michigan junior yearling, De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch, and he was, of course, out- 
standing in the junior yearling class for All-American 
honors. The Pennsylvania bull, King Piebe of York 39th, 
undefeated over a strong eastern circuit and with win- 
nings as high as grand championship at important shows, 
makes a very satisfactory Reserve for this class. The 
bull calf class caused considerable trouble through the 
season as there was no calf which went through an exten-

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A Review by the Editorial Staff of the World 


HE 1927 show season must be set down an outstand- 
_ ing success. Numbers were on about the same level 

as in 1926 with the losses in some of the shows that 
were especially high in numbers last year just about 
balanced by the gains in other sections. The southwest, 
due to the stimulation and attraction of the Dairy Show 
in the south, far surpassed any previous season from a 
Holstein standpoint. Numbers, however, are not all im- 
portant and we are glad to be able to say that no season 
has ever surpassed 1927 for the quality of cattle brought 
out for exhibition in the Holstein shows. The continued 
improvement in quality is noted throughout the younger 
classes, which can best be appreciated by thinking back 
to the shows of a half dozen years ago or so. While 
there were some very excellent representatives brought 
out in all of the classes, probably the greatest disappoint- 
ment of the sea- 
son was the fail- 
ure of the older 


whose activities during the past show season over 
more or less extended circuits, deserve special mention. 
A number of the important herds of 1926 were missing 
this year, including the Minnesota Holstein Company 
herd, always a factor, which was dispersed, as was the 
Billiwhack herd that cut such a figure in 1926. The same 
thing was true of the Grahamholm herd. Pabst Farms 
made no circuit this year, although they were a big factor 
with a small exhibit in the strong show at Wisconsin 
State Fair. Craeg Manor, of New York, did not show 
this year and the Knowles string which has made the 
eastern circuit for many years was exhibited only locally. 
‘To take the places of these absentees, however, the 
Michigan breeders, built around the Detroit Creamery,

Following its custom of past years, the World has de- 
voted a great deal of space during the show season to de- 


tailed reports of the various important Holstein shows 
and members of the World staff have covered a wider 


territory during the past season than ever before. The 
total of fairs and shows personally visited in the past 
season was the same as 1926 but these were more widely 
spread by reason of personal representation at the Port- 
land and Oakland shows this year. Staff members were 
present also at the National Dairy Exposition, Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern States Exposition, North- 
west Dairy Exposition and Minnesota State Fair, Central 
States Exposition at Aurora, Illinois; the Inter-State Fair 
at Trenton, New Jersey; and the State Fairs of Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, Michigan and New 
York, in addition to the Canadian National Exhibition and 
the Royal Winter Fair of Canada at Toronto. In addition, 
special correspondents have covered for the benefit of 
World readers the fairs of the southwest, which were es- 
pecially important this year, as well as the Dakota fairs, 
the leading fairs of the corn belt and Mountain country; 
the mid-south shows and the provincial exhibitions in 
Canada from Quebec to British Columbia. These reports 
have been profusely illustrated and the pictures of the 
leading winners at all these shows are brought together 
in this Holiday Number. This complete picture of the 
work’ of the Holstein breed in the show ring is not dupli- 
cated from any other source. 


As last year, there were about three dozen breeders, 





souri did well on an ambitious circuit for their first year 
out and Rock River Farms of Illinois made a very pleas- 
ing showing on a strong circuit ending at Waterloo. Elm- 
wood Farms of Illinois and Griffith of Oklahoma, who 
were both out in 1926, made a 1927 circuit with greatly 
strengthened herds that were real factors all the way 
through. A group of California breeders, including Sten- 
zel, Pellissier, Hass and others, had an exhibit at the 
coast and western mountain shows, winding up at Port- 
land and Oakland. 

As in 1926, Forum Holstein Farm, Carnation Farms 
and Femco Farms made about the longest circuits of any 
breeders in the United States. Carnation came east from 
their Seattle farm over a circuit that struck some of the 
best of the middle western state fairs and then down over 
the southern circuit to end at the Nztional before return- 
ing for the Portland show. It was considered the most 
successful season in the history of the Carnation show 
herd. Forum started at Missouri in August up through 
the strongest fairs of the middle west, including both 
Waterloo and the National, out to the west coast to Port- 
land and winding up at the American Royal the middle of 
November, and at all of the eleven shows had the great 
honor of being premier breeder. Femco Farms started 
earlier in July at the Dakota Fairs and kept busy until 
the American Royal in November. The herd did unusual- 
ly well in keeping up its end in the hottest competition 
and made a great hit with the extension display at each

The Holiday Number 


E PRESENT the 1927 Holiday Number with a de- 
W gree of pride. We believe it reflects the continued 

improvement of the breed along type lines as well 
as the better times that are here in the industry. 

Chief interest in this number, of course, will center in 
the annual announcement of the All-American selections 
for the year. Careful comparison with selections in 
previous year will reveal, we belive, an even higher 
standard of quality in this year’s list taken as a whole, 
and we want to offer our congratulations to all who have 
had a part in making possible this splendid showing. We 
have tried, and we think succeeded, in presenting the 
subject a little more attractively, this being the first year 
that we have blossomed out in this announcement with 
two colors and coated stock to bring out the pictures with 
perfect clearness. 

Again we want to extend our thanks to the members 
of the committee who have given so freely of their time 
and thought in working out the various problems con- 
nected with these important selections which are becom- 
ing of increasing importance year by year as the public 
comes more and more to recognize the All-American 
designation as the most prized honor that can come to 
an animal from its show ring activities. The personnel 
of the committee is the same as last year with the addi- 
tion of Mr. Stevens, who judged at the National this year, 
and as in previous years it has fortunately worked out so 
that several members of the committee have had an 
opportunity to see most of the candidates and thus have 
several different viewpoints in arriving at all of their 
decisions. . 
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As the breed continues to advance and breeders give 
more and more attention to the show ring, it is evident 
that the great problem of the future in connection with 
the All-American selections is going to be the matter of 
giving adequate recognition to even a fair proportion ot 
the animals good enough to merit it. 

Plenty of Production, Too 

Last year, in commenting upon the All-American seiec- 
tions of 1926, we called attention to the very satisfactory 
production in evidence all down the line. We are glad to 
be able to say that there has never been a year in the 
past when there was more production represented in the 
All-American selections than is to be found this year. 
The All-American aged cow, Oakhurst Colantha Abbe- 
kerk, with 1,326 lbs. butter, is the highest record cow ever 
to win the All-American designation. Long Hollow Mer- 
cedes Butter Boy, the four-year-old winner, has completed, 
according to owner’s figures, an 800-lb. ten months’ record 
started in three-year-old form. As it was started and 
finished upon the show circuit, it must be classed as more 
than creditable. The three-year-old winner, Miss Lassie 
Ormsby, started out with a 22-lb. 7-day record with first 
calf and while we haven’t definite figures, we understand 
that she has been running very strong through the year. 
In the two-year-old class again we have a 900-lb. heifer, 
May Walker Inka Segis, whose showing is a splendid per- 
formance in junior two-year-old form, and who brings 
production into the picture further through the 1,500-lb. 
butter record of her dam, May Walker Ollie Homestead. 
Triune Papoose Piebe, the All-American senior yearling, 
is backed by three generations above 1,100 lbs. butter on 
the dam’s side and the two nearest dams of her sire, 
Triune Ormsby Piebe, are both above 1,300 lbs. butter. 
The All-American junior yearling, Inka Wayne Creamelle, 
is sired by a son of Dutchland Colantha Denver (1,315 
Ibs.), while the heifer calf, (Carnation Inka Bonnie, is out 
of a 1,000-lb. dam and sired by Sir Inka May, himself an 
All-American winner and son of the American champion, 
May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,523 Ibs.). 


FREDERICK LOWELL HOUGHTON

Recognizing Merit 


E ARE very much impressed with the fact that om 
W National Association ought to take steps at this 

time to provide a means of recognizing the mevi- 
torious animals in our shows, which, on account of the 
keeness of competition, are unable to get inside the priz> 
money. We have been talking about this subject off and 
on for the past several years without apparently arousing 
very much interest in it. Our Holstein shows auring the 
past few years have grown in numbers and quality so 
much faster than the prize money has been increased 
that at all of our better shows there are a large number 
of animals which are a real credit to the breed and to 
their owners and which make a distinct contribution to 
the Holstein exhibit, but which are forced to go home 
from those shows without any recognition whatsoever 
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because of the fact that it is not possible apparently to 
extend the prize money far enough to include all of the 
animals that are really worthy of it. 

Our contention is that our National Association at very 
little expense can provide merit ribbons that could be 
awarded to these good animals that fail to get inside the 
prize money, that it could be done at slight expense to 
the Association and that it would be an award which the 
owners concerned would appreciate and which would be 
of real value to them. We have feared in connection with 
the growth of our shows that there would be a reaction 
after a few years with so many breeders coming out with 
really good cattle and going home without a _ single 
ribbon or other mark of recognition to show that they had 
been on the job at all. We believe this reaction has made 
itself felt unmistakably in a number of states where es- 
pecially large shows have been held in preceding years. 
A system of merit ribbons as proposed might not over- 
come this situation entirely because there is a practical 
side in the showing of cattle and breeders have to some- 
where near break even in their efforts if they are to keep 
it up indefinitely, but it would help to maintain and stimu- 
late interest. 

Our idea, as previously explained, would not be to limit 
these awards to any definite number, but have enough 
available to cover all animals in each class which in the 
opinion of the judge would merit such recognition from 
the Association. This feature would not add greatly to 
the work of the judge because there would be no ranking 
of these animals outside the prize money, and with a little 
instruction from the Prize Committee, reasonable uni- 
formity as to where to draw the line in the award of 
these ribbons, could be secured. 


It is especially timely for the National Association to 
consider this matter at this time from the fact that it is 
finding it necessary to make a slight reduction in the 
amount of prize money offered for distribution at the 
fairs in 1928. It is our belief that by adopting a plan of 
merit ribbon awards in addition to cash that the $20,000 
appropriation for 1928 would accomplish as good results 
as the $25,000 appropriations of recent years in the past 
without the ribbons. We invite discussion of the subject 
from our readers, particularly those who have been out 
on the show circuit this past season. 


Those Young Classes 


More and more we hear discussions of the possible 
harm resulting from over-fitting of calves and heifers for 
show ring competition at those ages. Various views are 
expressed ranging on the one side from the position that 
the young classes under milking age are meaningless and 
that the forced growth and extremely high condition so 
frequently maintained is postively harmful to the future 
development of the animal. On the other side are argu- 
ments that the extra care and attention given calves and 
yearlings in the show ring is beneficial ana that these 
classes provide a very interesting section of our shows. 
Some widely experienced breeders claim in this connec- 
tion that they have been able to see no harm from the 
high conditioning of heifers for the show ring providing 
they are given an opportunity to rough it under natural 
conditions following the show season and to lose their 
calf-fat before being bred. 


We will repeat our earlier promise to make an in- 
vestigation of what has become of our prize winning 
calves of earlier years. Certainly they are not winning 
grand championships in the mature classes with very 
much regularity now. This year’s All-American, however, 
would seem to rather refute these adverse arguments as 
witness the following. Last year’s All-American heifer 
calf has developed into this year’s All-American senior 
yearling and won the award after freshening in senior 
yearling form. Last year’s All-American senior yearling 
came through to win All-American honors as a two-year- 
old this year and she was likewise a blue ribbon winner as 
a heifer calf two years ago. The All-American junior year- 
ling of this year was a consistent “money” calf last year. 
The All-American three-year-old was a hot contender for 
All-American recognition last year as a two-year-old and 
was also shown with considerable success both as a year- 
ling and as a calf. The All-American four-year-old so far 
as we can discover was not shown as a calf but was rather 
consistently in the money as a yearling, although never 
doing better than third place in class so far as we have 
deen able to find. As two-year-old, however, she had 
three blue ribbons to her credit in the show ring; as a

In addition to brvcaking into the 
All-American list with their great 
two-year-old, May Walker Inka Segis, 
who is finishing a 900-lb. junior two- 
year-old record, Avondale Farm, 
Brockville, Ontario, has recently com- 
pleted a number of very creditable 
long-time records on other members 
of their herd. Lady Waldorf Pontiac 
Pietje, a daughter of Champfon Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac, who started her lac- 
tation with a 7-day record of over 35

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BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY 
REPORTS ON LIVESTOCK 


HEALTH AND RESEARCH 

No serious foreign livestock mal- 
ady gained entrance to the United 
States in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1927, Dr. John R. Mohler, chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
notes in his report to Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine made public to- 
day. As a result the bureau was 
able to devote its full energy to reg- 
ular experimental projects, research 
problems, inspection work, and con- 
trol of disease. The report of 50 
pages is a complete summary of the 
activities of the bureau, to which 
Doctor Mohler adds an appeal for 
more students in veterinary science. 

Progress in T B Eradication 

Early in the report Doctor Mohler 
mentions the excellent progress in 
the cooperative campaign to eradi- 
cate tuberculosis in domestic live- 
stock. The Federal appropriation of 
$4,653,000 was supplemented by State 
appropriations of $13,000,000, making 
possible the testing of nearly 10,- 
000,000 cattle. The number of coun- 
ties which completed the testing of 
cattle and reduced the extent of in- 
fection to within one-half of one per 
cent was 347 on June 30, a gain of 
149 counties in the year. Increased 
attention was directed to tuberculosis 
in fowls, since avian tuberculosis is 
readily transmissible to swine. 

No recurrence of foot-and-mouth 
disease was reported, nor of the 
European fowl pest. “The experi- 
ence of foreign countries,” Doctor 
Mohler asserts, “confirms the value 
of the quarantine and slaughter pol- 
icy as practiced by the United States 
in eradicating foot-and-mouth disease 
on the few occasions it has gained 
entrance to this country.” Later in 
the report he comments similarly on 
tuberculosis control, saying, ‘The 
relatively small percentage of tuber- 
culosis among our cattle, the avail- 
able and growing sources from 
which slaughtered tuberculous cattle 
can be replaced, make bovine-tuber- 
culosis eradication with us a simpler 
and less difficult problem than it is 
in Europe, where the number of cat- 
tle in proportion to the population is 
much smaller and tuberculosis among 
cattle is from 10 to 15 times greater.” 

Owing to the unusual prevalence of 
hog-cholera during the fall and win- 
ter of 1926 the output of preventive 
serum and of virus was 50 per cent 
more than in any previous year. 


Doctor Mohler finds some crumbs 
of comfort in the Mississippi flood 
destruction, for he says that “flood 
waters with accompanying deposits 
of silt destroyed the cattle ticks 
throughout large areas, particluarly 
in Louisiana,’ and when such areas 
are restocked with tick-free cattle 
they may be expected to remain 
free. Elsewhere the tick-eradication 
campaign progressed in the custo- 
mary manner, and approximately 
three-fourths of the counties orig- 
inally quarantined have been re- 
leased. 

In the field of infectious abortion 
of cattle progress has been made, but 
the problems are by no means solved. 
One experiment in immunization indi- 
cated that calfhood vaccination may 
confer as effective immunity as the 
vaccination of heifers before breed- 
ing. 
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More Veterinarians Needed 


Doctor Mohler writes at some 
length on the situation in veterinary 
education and the future supply of 
veterinarians, not only for general 
practice but also for employment in 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. He 
reports that one of the 13 schools in 
the United States and Canada which 
have been giving approved instruc- 
tion in veterinary science closed dur- 
ing the year. The number of fresh- 
men in accredited schools last year 
was 193 as compared with 165 the 
previous year, and the total enroll- 
ment was 606, an increase of 24 over 
the previous year. The number of 
veterinary graduates was 115, or 17 
less than the previous year. “Owing 
to the constant need of the bureau 
for qualified veterinarians, special 
study of the veterinary situation was 
made. The results showed a marked 
shortage, in the bureau’s service, of 
veterinarians under 30 years of age. 
The average age was ‘considerably 
over 40 years. This condition fore- 
shadows a rather large number of 
separations within the next few years 
owing to retirement and other causes 
that accompany advancing years. 
Under normal conditions in the serv- 
ice approximately 100 new veterinary 
appointees are needed annually, this 
being only slightly less than the total 
number of graduates, this year, from 
all veterinary colleges in the United 
States. In view of the requirements 
also of State, county, and municipal 
governments and opportunities in 
private practice, it is clear that the 
veterinary field holds ample oppor- 
tunity for well-trained young men. 
Salaries for veterinarians in the 
bureau’s service are somewhat high- 
er than in recent years, and special 
efforts have been made, from a salary 
standpoint, to recognize professional 
skill and executive ability.” 


Many Lines of Research 


Hog-cholera investigations were 
carried on by the Biochemic Divi- 
sion, particularly to test a number of 
recommended “cures’”’ for hog-cholera 
other than the serum and virus treat- 
ment. The blood and spleen when 
treated with formulin had been rec- 
ommended as a preventive, but care- 
fully checked tests did not indicate 
the virtue of either. Other “cures” 
or “preventives” that failed to meet 
the test were sulphuric acid in the 
drinking water and Lugol’s solution 
of iodine. An attempt to cross-breed 
with supposedly immune wild hogs 
of Germany did not confer immunity 
on the offspring tested. 

Much experimental work was done 
with a number of parasitic and in- 
fectious diseases of animals and 
fowls. Regular work of quarantine 
and meat inspection was continued, 
special studies conducted as to meth- 
ods of breeding and feeding for pro- 
duction of meat of maximum 
palatability, and also feeding experi- 
ments in prevention of soft pork 
caused by the use of soy beans and 
peanuts in the rations. 





FARMERS CONTROL AIR CONDI- 
TIONS TO DRY CORN 
Industrial science has solved the 
problem of artificially drying seed 
corn by means of powerful little ven- 
tilating fans. These methods of corn 
drying have been so simplified that 
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farmers who are large raisers of corn 
may install their own systems at very 
reasonable cost, according to engi- 
neers in the air conditioning indus- 
try. 

Unit heaters are successfully used 
for drying seed and field corn. Warm 
air is blown through the corn, drying 
it. The corn also may be carried 
through a tunnel and the air blown 
through it or over it, or the corn may 
be loaded in a bin with a slatted 
floor and the air blown up through 
it. When unit heaters are not used 
the drying may be accomplished by 
the use of a fan only which dis- 
charges air under the grain through 
distributing pipes on the floor of the 
crib. Fans of this type also are used 
for drying plant bulbs simply by 
blowing air through them. 

The application of fans and unit 
heaters to corn drying is simply an- 
other example of how the modern 
farmer is using controlled air to 
speed up production and protect his 


stock. The experts point out that 
modern barns, poultry houses and 
stables are mechanically ventilated 
to give the animals plenty of fresh 
air which makes them rugged and 


vigorous. The animal moisture and 
waste, which loads the air, must be 
carried out and a fresh air supply 
brought in regularly. How impor- 
tant this is can be seen by the fact 
that a record cow exhales the equiy- 
alent of two gallons or more of water 
every 24 hours which represents a 
barrel of water for 15 cows each day. 
Scientific observers have found that 
the average cow needs 60 cubic feet 
of air per minute to keep it healthy 
and the barn in a fresh, cool condi- 
tion. A horse requires more air than 
a cow—about 4,200 cubic feet per 
hour and a large hog consumes 1,500 
cubic feet per hour. 

The apiarists have found that even 
honey bees require a regular air sup- 
ply and that the bee cellar without 
ventilation would be practically im- 
possible.

During the Strawberry and Dairy 
Fair at Eldon, Miller County, Mis- 
souri, the Holstein people did their 
best to enlighten others about the 
Holstein breed and encourage the de- 
velopment of such. During the two 
days more than two hundred inter- 
ested persons visited the booth and 
many took literature with them. 

A special feature on the second 
day took part in making the Holstein 
side more attractive. Twenty-four 
gallons of ice cold Holstein milk was 
given away. Everyone present de- 
clared it one of the big attractions at 
the Fair. The milk was furnished by 
the Morgan County Holstein Associa- 
tion. 

This system of advertising used by 
the Missouri Morgan Burton C. F. A.

losis eradication is progressing 
splendidly under the area test plan in 
Wisconsin. 54 counties have com- 
pleted one or more county wide tests. 
25 of this number are modified ac- 
credited areas by virtue of having 
less than one-half of one percent re- 
actions on last test. 12 additional 
counties have filed petitions asking 
the Department of Agriculture to get 
to the testing of their herds just as 
soon as weather and other governing 
factors permit. Only six counties in 
the state have failed to get into the 
testing program and ride along with 
the campaign for disease free cattle 
in America’s foremost dairy section. 
The October statistical report of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Wash- 
ington gives Wisconsin 99,839 herds 
numbering 1,517,895 head as_ once- 
tested free from tuberculosis. There 
are 9,703 accredited herds. A total 
of 1,808,487 cattle are under super- 
vision of the State and Federal gov- 
ernments. They are to be found in 
113,651 herds. Such herds have been 
tested in their entirety at least once 
and all infected animals have been 
removed therefrom. Dr. V. S. Lar- 
son, chief of the State Sanitary Board 
is looking to the state interests and 
Dr. J. S. Healy is in charge for the 
government at Washington. It is free- 
ly predicted that Wisconsin will be 
tested in its entirety by 1930 if not 
before and that every head of cattle 
within the state will have been test- 
ed, found free of disease and ad- 
judged clean insofar as human sci- 
ence can determine.

Korndyke Netherland Star De Kol 
2nd, a four-year-old from, the Linker- 
Lepien herd at Hartford has just

der ordinary farmer-dairyman care, 
she produced 19,379 lbs. of milk test- 
ing an average of 4.03% and yielding 
781.5 pounds of butter fat.

time to see what they can do at the 
pail. The value of records is being 
more and more emphasized. Study 
the sales figures and you'll note the 
trend of the market in this connec- 
tion. It is a fact based on the sound- 
est of judgment as breeders well 
know from their experiences of the 
past. Dairymen have time to devote 
to cow needs in the winter months. 
Feeds are more generally available. 
Cows are generally in good condition 
as to health at the outset of cold 
weather. Thus the three-way com- 
bination of cow, feed, and man, is 
most apt to work in harmony to the 
advantage of the record in the win- 
ter time. There are so many test 
classes today that a breeder can read- 
ily find a classification fitted to his 
needs or possibilities. Figures show

In a tour of the leading shows of 
the East and the South Atlantic 
Coast, the show herd from The 
Robertson Farms, York, Pa., made an 
enviable record. Their circuit includ- 
ed the New York and Maryland State 
Fairs, Eastern States Exposition and 
Trenton Inter-State Fair in the North, 
the South Carolina State Fair and 
other shows in the South and several 
good district shows in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, a total of eleven 
shows in eleven straight weeks. The 
herd was made up entirely of sons 
and daughters of the two Robertson 
herd sires, King Piebe of York and 
Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets, both 
noted prize winners in other years 
and both 1,900-lb. bulls of Piebe- 
Count breeding. ; 

Perhaps the outstanding winner of 
this string was King Piebe of York 
39th, who was honored as Reserve 
All-American junior yearling, after 
winning junior and grand champion- 
ship at New York and South Carolina 
State Fairs and at York, Pa.. also 
junior championship at Maryland 
State Fair and Trenton and first in 
his class at Eastern States. He was 
a member of the undefeated Get of 
Sire by King Piebe of York, which 
received honorable mention and was 
one of the three or four best Gets of 
the year. He headed the Young Herd 
which only once met defeat through- 
out the season, standing second at 
Eastern States. Several of his 
sisters and one of his older brothers 
were also quite outstanding winners, 
taking many firsts and champion- 
ships: Mention should also be made 
of the Robertson bull calf, Sir Home- 
stead Pontiac Beets 7th, who stood 
first at all the large shows of the 
East except Fastern States Exposi- 
tion and was a member of thhe Calf 
Herd which was we believe, unde- 
feated wherever shown. This splendid 
record is even more cr ditable when 
it is considered that every animal 
was bred by exhibitor and was an 
offspring of one of the herd sires. 





INNES REPRESENTED FIVE 
TIMES ON ALL-AMERICAN 


With an All-Amvrican bull, the 
All-American Produce and three Re- 
serve All-American heifers, J. W. 
Innes & Sons, City View Stock Farm, 
Woodstock, Ontario, have more All- 
American representation than any 
other breeder had this year, no other 
breeder being represented more than 
three times. Their All-American bull 
is their herd sire, Abbekerk Sylvius 
Lad, who as a three-year-old was 
undefeated grand champion at prac- 
tically all of the leading shows of Can- 
ada except British Columbia where he 
was not shown. His grand champion 
winnings include the Canadian Royal, 
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the Canadian National and_ eight 
leading provincial shows in Ontario, 
Quebec, Manitoba, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. Last year the Innes 
herd made very much the same cir- 
cuit, this bull winning as a two-year- 
old five grand championships, ten 
firsts and many reserve champion- 
ships. The Innes show herd of 1927 
included seven sons and four daugh- 
ters of this sire that were prize 
winners at one or more of these great 
shows. 

Abbekerk Sylvius Lad and _ his 
maternal sister, Aaggie Sylvia 3d, 
made up the All-American Produce 
for 1927, winning first at the Royal, 
the Canadian National and six other 
leading shows. They are daughters 
of Aaggie Sylvia, who was grand 
champion at the National Dairy Show 
in 1922. The sister, Aaggie Sylvia 
3d, was named as Reserve All-Ameri- 
can two-year-oid this year, she having 
stood either first or second wherever 
shown in 1927, taking one grand 
championship and three reserve sen- 
ior championships. 

The other two Reserve All-Ameri- 
can heifers from the Innes string are 
Winona Lenox De Kol and C. V. 
Aaggie Korndyke, the former a jun- 
ior yearling and the latter a senior 
calf, both undefeated throughout the 
year. Winona Lenox De Kol was 
junior champion at the Royal, the C. 
N. E., and five other shows, as well 
as taking one reserve junior cham- 
pionship. C. V. Aaggie Korndyke. 
besides winning her class at the 
Royal, the C. N. E. and everywhere 
else she was exhibited, was once 
junior and once reserve junior cham- 
pion. 

The Innes show herd traveled 
many thousands of miles this past 
season and was on the road from 
June until well along in November. 
Their winnings at the ten leading 
shows of this circuit included 59 
championships, of which 15 were 
grand, 6 reserve grand, 15 senior, 6 
reserve senior, 12 junior and 5 re- 
serve junior. Probably no other show 
herd ever won sO many champion- 
ships at major shows in a _ single 
season. In addition to these cham- 
pionship winnings, they brought 
home 112 first prizes, 47 seconds and 
43 thirds. Thiee different members 
of the herd were undefeated through- 
out the season and fifteen different 
animals placed first on one or more 
occasions. Of the 32 prize-winning 
animals in this string this year, all 
except three placed as high as third. 
In this season of showing, the Innes 
herd has set a new mark for others 
to shoot at, and one which may never 
be equalled, unless they do it them- 
selves again next year. 





ELMWOOD BREAKS A RECORD 


A new “World’s Record’ was es- 
tablished this past show season by 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., when 
they took both grand championships 
at two great sectional shows located 
over 1,000 miles apart and in consecu- 
tive weeks, both winnings being ac- 
complished within eight days. On 
September 22 and 23, the Elmwood 
Farms show herd was exhibited at 
Springfield, Mass., at the Eastern 
States Exposition, winning both 
grand championships. Just a week 
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later, on September 29 and 30, they 
were showing again at the Dairv 
Cattle Congress in Waterloo, Iowa, 
considerably more than 1,000 miles 
away and again took both grand 
championships. A quick jump by 
express made the feat physically 
possible and the quality of the ani- 
mals did the rest. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, one 
of the Elmwood herd sires, this year 
completed his second season as undo- 
feated grand champion and received 
his third award as All-American bull. 
He is the only animal now owned in 
the United States to win All-Ameri- 
can honors more than twice, although 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst received 
this designation three times while tn 
this country and a fourth time after 
emigrating to Canada. Another great 
Canadian bull, Sir Francy Mercena 
Burke, is the cnly other three times 
All-American animal and Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld is hot on the 
trail of both. Breeders on both sides 
of the line are hoping that some day 
all three bulls may be seen in the 
ring together. 

In addition to their All-American 
aged bull, Elmwood had two of the 
Reserve All-American animals this 
year, being the only breeder in the 
United States to have three different 
animals so honored, although Carna- 
tion closely approached this showing 
with an All-American heifer, a Re- 
serve All-American bull and a Re- 
serve All-American group. The Elm- 
wood aged cow, Colantha Hark Dela- 
phene, grand champion at Waterloo, 
Eastern States and two state fairs 
this year was given reserve mention, 
as was the Elmwood bull cal, King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, who won 
his class at Eastern States, Central 
States and three state fairs, twice 
being junior champion. He is the 
Elmwood junior herd sire and is a 
son of the 1,465-lb. cow, Queen Bessie 
Pietertje Ormsby, world’s champion 
for first three lactations. 

Many other members of the Elm- 
weod show herd were consistent 
winners at the great shows men- 
tioned, the younger animals being 
mostly of their own breeding. An 
Elmwood bred son of K. P. O. P. 50th 
was first prize calf at the National. 
Three different daughters of Dues 
Mixture, all bred at Elmwocd, won 
first prizes, on2 of them being junior 
champion at Eastern States and 
another at Michigan State Fair. The 
Elmwood graded herd was” unde- 
feated wherever shown and otner 
groups made 2 distinguished record, 
the young Get of Dukes Mixture plac- 
ing well up in the money at all seven 
shows, once placing as high as first. 
At the seven great shows, the EIlm- 
wood herd won 168 ribbons including 
26 championships, 45 firsts, 22 sec- 
onds and 17 thirds.

In the 
junior yearling class, Inka Wayne Creamelle, another 
daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, was out- 
standing, with the undefeated Canadian winner, Winona 
Lenox De Kol, as a highly creditable Reserve. This 
heifer, unfortunately, does not “screen” well and no pic- 
ture of her is available that begins to show her real merit. 
In the calf class, Carnation Inka Bonnie, a daughter of 
Sir Inka May, is recognized as one of the outstanding 
calves of all time. She was not defeated or challenged 
seriously in class and only once missed out on junior 
championship, this being at the National Dairy Show 
where she was not at her best. The Canadian heifer, C. 
V. Aaggie Korndyke, was given Reserve honors, her most 
serious competitor being Black Pearl Ormsby Korndyke, 
the winner at Waterloo and Eastern States. 


The Groups 

Only the two most important breeding groups are 
recognized by All-American designation. In the class for 
Get of Sire, the group by Forum Patriarch was recognized 
as outstanding, but the question of a Reserve was a real 
problem with three contending groups, any one of which 
would have merited this honor. These were the Get of 
Creator, which won at Wisconsin State Fair, the Get of 
Brookholm Inka, which was a winner at the Canadian 
Royal and elsewhere, and the Get of King Piebe of York, 
which was undefeated over a strong circuit in the east 
including the Eastern States Exposition. The maturity 
and evident dairy quality of the Creator Get finally gave 
them the call for Reserve honors, but the Committee 
wishes special mention to be made of the other two 
groups, by Brookholm Inka and King Piebe of York. In 
the Produce of Dam class, two undefeated groups were 
under consideration. The Produce of Aaggie Sylvia, made 
up of the All-American three-year-old bull and the Reserve

All-American two-year-old heifer, was unchallenged in the 
Canadian shows and the two bulls out of Pet Hengerveld 
Cornucopia, one of them being Reserve All-American two- 
year-old and the other an aged bull never placing lower 
than second in class, was undefeated over an impressive 
circuit in United States. Both are recognized as among 
the finest produce groups in the history of the breed, with 
the Aaggie Sylvia pair clearly entitled to the call. 

One of the most pleasing features of the-1927 All- 
American is the proven production evident in each case 
in connection with the female selections. Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk, the All-American aged cow, has a 
yearly record of 1,326.25 lbs. butter, which makes her the 
highest record cow ever winning All-American honors. 
The All-American four-year-old is just completing a ten 
months’ record in three-year-old form of around 800 Ibs. 
butter, while the All-American three-year-old likewise has 
a splendid start on a first calf record that we understand 
will be very creditable. Also the All-American two-year- 
old will soon finish a yearly record in junior two-year-old 
form of very close to if not above 900 lbs. butter. There- 
fore, in every respect, not only the owners of these hon- 
ored animals but the entire industry should be proud of 
the breed progress reflected in the quality of the animals 
that are winning the leading honors of the show ring.

around the County Asylum outfit; Carl E. Rudolph of 
Illinois; A. J. King of Missouri; John R. Logan & Son of 
Illinois, and others. In the mountain district, the Modern 
Woodmen Sanatorium of Colorado found worthy com- 
petition from the herd of the Diamond K Ranch also of 
Colorado. Elmer Frazier, of Indiana, made his customary 
circuit including Indiana and Ohio and a long string 
through the south, and Echo Farms, Kentucky, likewise 
made a strong circuit including the National. A. F. Ran- 
dolph of Illinois also made his customary southern circuit 
including Ohio and Indiana. 

In the east, Yates Farms following New York State 
Fair confined themselves to New England shows with 
much success, while Baker Farm of New Hampshire was 
likewise a strong factor at all the shows of the east, and 
south as far as Maryland. The Rieck Certified Dairy 
Farms of Ohio and Essex County Hospital of New Jersey 
likewise made a very creditable showing over the eastern 
circuit, along with the Robertson herd previously men- 
tioned. The two herds that probably made the longest 
trip of any in North America were both owned in Canada 
and were those of J. W. Innes & Sons and D. A. McPhee, 
both of Ontario. Both herds started their season at 
Ormstown, Quebec, in June and did not finish until the 
Royal late in November. The McPhee herd went way 
through to the coast and down into Washington, an 11,000- 
mile jaunt in all before they returned to their home 
stables. The Innes herd did not go quite as far, as after 
making the prairie province circuit very successfully they 
returned to take in the Canadian National and other im- 
portant shows of the fall season to wind up at the Royal. 
This herd probably won the greatest number of high 
ribbons of any herd out this past season and deserve a 
great deal of credit for their splendid showing. Mount 
Victoria Farms, which was such a strong factor on the 
eastern circuit last year, stayed at home until the Royal 
where they did thmselves proud. Raymondale Farms 
made a very good record all season, as always, and Haley 
& Lee, Arbogast Brothers, Oliver Brothers, T. A. Dolson, 
George C. MacIntosh, David Smith & Sons and other 
standbys did their part in making the show season in 
Canada the best in the history of the breed there by a 
wide margin. The above mentioned are all from eastern 
Canada. On the western side Colony Farm and the 
Agassiz Experimental Farm wound up a successful season 
in the west by coming back east to the Royal to hold 
their own there. Others in the west which should be men- 
tioned are the C. P. R. Demonstration Farm in Alberta; 
J. M. Steves & Son, British Columbia; Hays & Company 
of Alberta and cthers. In addition to the breeders men- 
tioned on both sides of the line, there were hundreds of 
others who brought out their good animals to one or more 
shows and contributed very materially to the success of 
the 1927 season. 

We are letting the pictures tell the story—and we 
think they tell it in a way that should be a source of pride 
and encouragement to the Holstein breeder.

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The Most Interesting Show Season of 


Carnation History Was the Season 
Just Passed 


By MERTON MOORE 


The Carnation Show Herd that trav- 
elled through the states of Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Tennessee and Oregon in 1927 
consisted of cows that had just com- 
pleted year records, were just com- 
pleting year records, or were just 
about to start year records; bulls that 
were and are in service at Carnation 
Farms; and most interesting of all to 
the spectators, the first sons and 
daughters of Sir Inka May, North 
Star Joe Homestead, Sir Romeo Mil- 
dred Colantha, Matador 6th and Mat- 
ador Segis Ormsby. 

The. public has been interested in 
the fact that Carnation Farms are now 
using bulls that have not only won 
grand champion honors at important 
shows for several years, but in many 
cases have been All-American win- 
ners; they have been interested to 
note how these bulls would carry on 
and whether or not they would be 
able to transmit the conformation to 
their offspring for which they them- 
selves were well known. 


I have been asked what I consider 
the most interesting animal in the 
Carnation Show Herd, and my reply 
to that question is that to me the 
granddaughter of Segis Walker Mata- 
dor, known as Heilo Bracelet Ormsby 
Matador, is not only the most inter- 
esting but the most valued member 
of the Show Herd. This cow was on 
year-test when the Show Herd started 
out and it was thought best to com- 


plete her year record before sending 
her to any show. She finished her 
year’s work with over a_ thousand 
pounds of butter just previous to the 
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Pacific International Exposition and 
consequently little has been heard of 
her, but when she came into the ring 
at the Portland Show there was little 
question that one cow and only one 
at that show would compare with her 
as a superb individual. This was the 
cow she went up against in the four- 
year-old class, none other than Long 
Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy who will 
unquestionably be All-American four- 
year-old, and has been grand cham- 
pion at most of the important shows 
tris season. Long Hollow defeated 
this granddaughter of Segis Matador 
Walker after a close contest. 

Another very interesting cow on 
the circuit was Nooksack Irma Segis. 
She was just finishing her year’s 
work, but it was decided to send her 
out on the circuit. Completing a rec- 
ord of over a thousand pounds of but- 
ter and over 25,000 pounds of 
milk was in itself something of an 
honor, in view of the handicap under 
which this record was made. But, in 
addition to this honor, this aged cow 
in the Carnation Show Herd was a 
prize winner at nine of the large 
shows throughout the season, winning 
first and Grand Championship at the 
Oklahoma State Fair, first at the Ili- 
nois State Fair, first at the Pacific In- 
ternational, second at the Minnesota 
State Fair, and second at the National 
Dairy Show. 

The Carnation cow, Freida Schuil- 
ing Dutchland (who won first prize 
at the Wisconsin State Fair in the 
aged cow class) did not compete with 
Nooksack Irma Segis, for the lowa 
State Fair and the Wisconsin State 
Fair came at the same time and the 
Carnation cows were divided up to 
show in both shows. 

Nooksack Irma Segis, in addition to 
being a grand champion and first 
prize winning cow, is interesting be- 
cause she is a daughter of Carnation’s 
second greatest producer, Nooksack 
Lunde Oregon De Kol, who produced 
34,523.3 lbs. of milk containing 1,360.6

the money. A member of the Carnation show herd 1927. 

She is 
the dam of the Matador bull that was 
grand champion prize winner at many 
shows last season and was later sold 
to Mr. James R. Spencer, of Iron 
Mountain, Michigan. It is to many 
most interesting to observe that one 
of the greatest producing cows of the 
breed has developed a show son and 
a show daughter and that the latter 
is also a great producing cow. 

The daughter of North Star Joe 
Homestead that was a prize winner 
at the Wisconsin and Minnesota State 
Fairs this year was taken off the cir- 
cuit to go on test, and in addition to 
making 22 pounds of butter in seven 
days as a two-year-old, she is now on 
year-test and is milking 80 pounds a 
day, testing 3.6 per cent.

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at nine State Fairs and National Ex- 
positions during the past season in 
addition to the Wisconsin State Fair. 
In these nine shows the herd won an 
average of six first prize ribbons at 
each show not including the ribbons 
won at the Wisconsin State Fair. 
The most consistent winners all 
through the circuit were: the aged 
bull Prince Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac
